22. (New) The computer system according to claim 1, wherein the zoom factor is a 
number equal to the first resolution divided by the second resolution. 

23 . (New) The method of claim 1 7 9 wherein the zoom factor is a number equal to the 
first resolution divided by the second resolution. 

24. (New) The product of claim 20, wherein the zoom factor is a number equal to the 
first resolution divided by the second resolution. 
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25 . (New) The program transmission apparatus of claim 2 1 , wherein the zoom factor 
is a number equal to the first resolution divided by the second resolution. 
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
